FOR L FROM OXMAN. DURING LOS CONSULTATIONS IN SAN 
SALVADOR, DR. MARTINEZ MORENO INQUIRED ABOUT THE 
CANDIDATES FOR THE EE VACANCY ON THE ILC, AND AMB. 

KEARNEY'S VIEWS ON THEM. HE EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT A 
MEMBER SUBJECT TO INSTRUCTIONS TO SUPPORT SOVIET 
OBSTRUCTIONIST TACTICS, AND WHILE HAVING HIGH REGARD FOR 
THE COMPETENCE OF HUNGARIAN MEMBER, SEEMED TO FEEL ANOTHER 
YUGOSLAVE MIGHT BE BEST. HE ALSO CRITICIZED NEGATIVE 
SOVIET ATTITUDE ON PROTECTION OF PROPERTY RIGHTS IN 
CONNECTION WITH STATE SUCCESSION. WE SAID WE WOULD
